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Begging For Our Own Money 


Ray L. Riley, who made an outstanding record as a mem- 


ber of the board of supervisors and later gained more than 
state wide recognition during the years he held the office of 
state controller, is now railroad commissioner and candidate 
for United States senator to succeed William G. MeAdoo—and 
his record as a conscientious and efficient officer entitles him 
to the new honor he seeks. At Washington he would bring to 


his state and himself the same honor as have his services to 
the state. 

Certainly Ray L. Riley is no stranger to the people of Cali- 
fornia. He has served with recognized ability in a number of 
public offices during the past twenty-five years—and his elec- 
tion from time to time by increased majorities leaves no mis- 
take as to how the citizens of the state regard his ability and 
the manner in which he uses it to the advantage of the state 
at large.

And the Washington 
government held back a cold hundred million that also had 
been paid by the people of California, 

Just why shouldn’t California, under a government of 
reason, handle its own affairs and pay its own bills? 

We stand like beggars in line pleading for help from 
Washington—pleading with Washington to spend our own 
money. 

Why should not the federal government let the states 
run their own affairs?’—and that includes letting the states 
have their own tax money. 

Mr. Riley is a candidate for United States senator. He 
presents a picture that anyone can understand. One need 
not be an economist to understand the language Mr. Riley 
speaks, 

And one needs to be no great student of government to 
know that any state could spend its own money without 
all the fuss and worry that goes with federal jurisdiction.

Washington doesn’t understand why WPA workers of San 
Bernardino county are entitled to just as much as are the 
WPA workers of Los Angeles county.

Washington doesn’t understand many things about 
California. And the same is true about all the rest of the 
states. Yet under the dominant political theery of the day 
Washington is running everything in the land.

Be Generous—Says Mr. Jones 


The lack of coordination among New Deal agencies— 
Which has led to widespread confusion on the part of business 
throughout the nation—is well illustrated by the one man cam- 
paign of R. F. C. Chairman Jones to have the banks of the 
country loosen up and be more generous with their loans. 

We cannot imagine a bank that is not willing to loan money 
under conditigns that are considered safe. However, Mr. Jones 
has become very emphatic in the matter—and has warned the 
banks that if they do not become more liberal in their lending 
policy it might become necessary for the government to extend 
its credit facilities. It has always been our understanding that 
bankers are not unwilling to make money—same as the rest of 
the people—but the conscientious banker is careful to whom 
he loans and for what purpose. And, as we understand it, most 
of the bankers feel they have been making all the sound loans 
possible within the limits of good bank management. Surely it 
has not so soon been forgotten that the banks which were too 
liberal in their lending policies prior to the first depression 
were numbered among those that did not reopen in 1933. Much 
of the money loaned by banks is money belonging to their de- 
positors—and when banks fail the depositors are usually losers. 

However, the point at which we are driving is that after 
Mr. Jones gained much newspaper publicity by threatening 
the banks fer being too tight, the Federal Deposit Insurance 
Corporation—another New Deal agency—warned the banks 
against being too generous with loans. Said the F. D. I. C.: 
“‘Bank supervision is concerned primarily with the protection 
of depositors. As in any other type of business, bankers—if 
they are to perform their funetion—must be prepared to as- 
sume some risk. But when these risks become excessive in 
terms of the amount of capital of the banks or when a bank is 
mismanaged, it is the duty of the bank supervisor to step in to 
seek correction.’’ 

And there are some people who seem to wonder why busi- 
ness is confused and uncertain! In the case of the banker he 
is in the dilemma of being told by Mr. Jones that if he does 
not liberalize his policy toward loans the government will go 
into competition with him—while the F. D. I. C. tells him that 
if he does ‘“‘loosen up’’ and his loans go sour he will be held to 
sirict accountability. 

But the most significant aspect of the whole business is said 
to be the disclosure that the private bank in Houston, Texas, 
controlled by Mr. Jones has been more than usually cautious 
in its loan policy. At a recent press conference he was asked 
to reconcile his demands that the banks ‘‘loosen up’”’ and the 
cautious policy of his own bank. To which Mr. Jones, chair- 
man of R. F. C., is said to have replied: ‘‘I don’t want the 
people to do as I do, but as I tell them to do.’’ 

There’s the spirit of the New Deal! How would it do to 
paint across the New Deal banner: ‘‘I don’t want people to 
do as I do, but as I tell them to do.”” And _ right under it: 
“‘Consistency—thou art a jewel.’’
